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Welcome to the Elko District of the Bureau of Land Management. 
The district is located in the northeast corner of Nevada and 
includes about 7.4 million acres of some of the most scenic public 
lands in Nevada. The mountain ranges and valley bottoms 
provide a wide variety of habitat for birds. The Ruby Valley 
Marshes provide habitat for many waterfowl, and the Goshute 
Range is a major flyway for hawks.
